Military Strategy 
Had No Choice

NEW YORK—(ZP)—Parallel 38, 
where it bisects Korea, is a blood­ 
red line now in American military 
history. 
Should 
the 
United 
Nations’ 
forces have stopped there? 
Would the Chinese Communists 
have remained neutral—at least 
in 
the 
military 
sense—if 
the 
Eighth army had remained south 
of the line? 
There are no easy answers to 
these questions. They will be de­ 
bated for many years in the study 
of this first armed 
collision 
be­ 
tween the Communist world and 
the free nations. When the Eighth 
army went over the 
parallel 
it 
moved toward a date with destiny. 
These were the issues: 
No Boundary Intended 
Parallel 38 was not, and never 
was intended to be an internation­ 
al boundary between two differ­ 
ent Korean “states.” 
It 
was 
a 
World War II 
military 
“phase 
line,” meaning that it was fixed, 
for convenience, by Russian and 
American military commanders in 
the 
Orient. 
For 
administrative 
purposes, the Russians agreed to 
handle the surrender of the Jap ­ 
anese army north of parallel 38; 
the Americans disarmed and de­ 
mobilized the Japanese south of 
the line. 
That was all. The creation of a 
“north” and “south” Korea with 
separate governments, 
separate 
armies, and separate areas 
was 
never envisaged (by the* democ­ 
racies, anyway) when the post­ 
war settlements were being made. 
Soviet 
advisors to the* North 
Koreans, however, quickly turned 
parallel 38 into an actual boun­ 
dary. Tile Iron Curtain dropped ; 
cm it. and two Korean 
“states” j 
thus came into being, in fact if 
not in law. 
Two Tasks For UN 
The U. N. .army was created, i 
last June and July, for two pur- I 
poses. 
One was to destroy the North j

450,000 Called 


WASHINGTON — (ZF) — The 
Army today issued a draft call for 
80.000 men in March. 
This will bring the 
total 
of 
Army requests for draftees to 450,- 
000 since the outbreak of the Ko­ 
rean war. 
The 80,000 asked for March is 
the same quota requested in Janu­ 
ary and February. 
The 
defense 
department 
an­ 
nouncement said the Navy, Air 
Force and Marines “do not plan to 
place calls upon the Selective Ser­ 
vice system in March.” 
Only the Army has used the 
draft up to now. 
Quotas Boosted 
The original quotas for Janu­ 
ary and February were boosted on 
Dec. 12 to provide 80,000 draftees 
in each of the two months. The 
first call for January was only 
40.000 and the original call for 
February was 50,000. 
The draft calls are part 
of 
a 
build up to give the Army a com­ 
bat force equal to 
24 
divisions 
when it reaches its current ex­ 
pansion goal next July I. 
Although the figure used by the 
defense department involves only 
18 divisions, an Army official told 
a reporter today that the fighting 
force will be augmented by the so­ 
called regimental combat teams to 
equal the strength of 24 full di­ 
visions. 
Guards To Get Call 
When the Korean war started, 
the Army had IO divisions, with 
none of them at full war strength 
except for one in Germany. There 
wore about three division* in the 
United States. Only one of these, 
the 82nd Airborne, had anything 
approaching effective strength and 
that was only 60 or 70 per cent of 
full strength. 


At the present time, the Army 
has ll regular divisions, plus four 
National Guard divisions and two 
Guard regimental combat teams 
which have been brought into fed­ 
eral service. Two more Guard di­ 
visions will be federalized next 
month. 
Another regular Army division 
will be formed in late spring or 
early next summer. This, it was 
learned, will be an armored out­ 
fit. 
An 18,000-man infantry division 
is a self-contained fighting unit, 
with 
supporting 
weapons, 
in­ 
cluding tanks and artillery. A re­ 
gimental team is a small-sized in­ 
fantry division, usually consisting 
of about 5,000 men. Depending on 
the mission assigned to it, it may 
include elements of infantry, ar­ 
tillery and armor, in varying pro­ 
portions.

Paving Machine 
Is Delivered 


Unit W ill Be Used 
For Street Projects 
A paving machine ordered by 
the city of Escanaba for use in 
blacktopping streets was deliver­ 
ed this week by the Brebner Ma- 
ehin company of Marquette. 
The equipment originally was 
scheduled for delivery in August, 
for use in the city’s paving pro­ 
gram this summer, but was delay­ 
ed, presumably because of defense 
allocations. 
The unit will be used !r. con­ 
junction with an asphalt mixing 
machine also ordered this year by 
the city. 
The mixing plant was 
delivered earlier and is complete­ 
ly installed at a site on ore dock 
property. 
Complete Paving Unit 
Other than for a roller and a 
maintainer, the city now has a 
complete paving unit. The paving 
machine cost 
$11,485, 
and 
the 
asphalt mixing plant $27,980. 
The paving, or finishing mach­ 
ine spreads hot or cold aggregates 
on road beds, smoothes the sur­ 
face and tamps it. 
However, a 
roller is needed to 
pack 
aggre­ 
gates hard enough, and the city 
plans to rent one for this purpose. 
This year the city of Escanaba 
spent over 
$200,000 
for 
street 
work here, including expenditures 
for lights, sewers, tree trimming 
and other maintenance. Last year 
the total street expenditure was 
a little under $200,000. 
A portion of the cost was met 
by $46,110 received by the city 
last year through the Horton fund, 
and the remainder from special 
assessments and tax funds. 
The 
city receives 13% cents for every 
dollar paid by Escanaba motor­ 
ists into the Horton fund, consist­ 
ing chiefly of auto weight tax 
revenue. 
During the past two summers 
32 blocks of street in the city were 
prepared for 
blacktopping 
and 
these will be completed next sum­ 
mer. 
Curb, driveway 
and 
base 
have been contructed 
on 
these. 
Petitions for blacktop surfacing on 
a number of other city streets al­ 
ready are in for next year’s street 
program. 
The city has about 60 
miles of street.

A Hock of 18 Hungarian part­ 
ridge, perhaps the remnant of a 
flock of 150 birds released by the 
conservation department at Ston­ 
ington in April, 1947, were ob­ 
served today in Ludington Park 
at Escanaba. 
Smaller than the native Michi­ 
gan ruffed grouse, the “Hunkies” 
w ere introduced by the conserva­

The Hungarian partridge thrives 
in some localities and does best 
in open farmlands.

ridge. 
The birds that were planted at 
Stonington three years ago have 
never been reported seen since 
that time. Tweedy and Conserva­ 
tion Officer C. L.

received reports of the “Hunkies” I 
at the Park yesterday and they | 
definitely 
identified 
them 
this | 
morning. 
Three plantings of Hungarian 
partridge 
were 
made 
in 
the 
farm ing country near Stephenson, 
Menominee. The first group was 
released in 1946, and other plant­ 
ings were made in 1947 and 194H. 
In 1949 only a 
few 
of 
the 
birds were reported observed in 
that locality, and 
no 
reports 
were received by the conserva­ 
tion departm ent from Menominee 
county this year. 
The officers consider 
it 
most 
likely that the partridge observ­ 
ed in Ludington Park flew across 
the bay 
from 
Stonington. 
The 
birds are wild and take off in a 
flock when too closely approach­ 
ed. It is possible they have been 
driven from their usual feeding 
grounds by the deep snow, ac­ 
cording to the officers.

Nerve Gas Danger 
Covered In Book 
On Atom Warfare 


By ELTON C. FAY 
WASHINGTON — (ZP)—An ene­ 
my using nerve 
gas 
or 
germs 
might be able to halt production 
of 
American 
atomic 
weapons 
without ever dropping a bomb or 
firing a shot. Or he might para­ 
lyze, literally, the m ilitary nerve 
center at the pentagon. 
These possibilities are implicit 
in the text of a grim new book 
issued yesterday by the civilian 
defense administration. 
Its pur­ 
pose is to tell state and local de­ 
fense organizations, and the peo­ 
ple, what to expect in atomic era 
w arfare and what to do about sur­ 
viving. 
The book, “Health Services and 
Special Weapons Defense,” 
in­ 
cludes much of 
the 
previously 
published guidance for 
defense 
methods in atomic attack. 
But it 
also reaches far deeper into the 
subjects of chemical, germ 
and 
radiological w arfare 
than 
any 
other document the government 
has published. 
Weird New Weapons 
Much of the 
book 
concerns 
means of saving those who have 
been injured, but there also is a 
chapter on what to do with the 
bodies of those killed by blast, 
poison gas, germs or fission prod­ 
ucts emitting lethal rays. 
Here are some of the things 
the civil defense 
administration 
has to say about the new wea­ 
pons that may be used against the 
civilian 
population 
or 
against 
groups engaged in defense work: 
Biological warfare—Germ w ar­ 
fare is neither the “absolute wea­ 
pon” capable of destroying 
the 
entire population of large 
cities 
nor an impractical weapon that 
presents no dangers. 
“The truth 
lies between these extremes.” It 
may be directed 
either 
against 
man or against the livestock and 
plants he eats. 
The m aterials of 
biological 
warfare—bacteria 
or 
poisons produced from bacteria— 
might be distributed by saboteurs 
before open war started or during 
actual hostilities. 
(ODA officials 
say no instances of such sabotage 
have been discovered so far.) 
Smuggle In Germs 
The Germs could be smuggled 
into the United States or spawned 
“within the

States 
by 
workers, in 
clandestine 
labora­ 
tories.” 
They could be used, in addition 
to general attack on urban popu­ 
lations, “to delay military or in­ 
dustrial mobilization and produc­ 
tion.”

tion is rapid, any mechanical de­ 
tection methods would have to be 
automatic and give the warning 
in a m atter of seconds. There are 
common drugs for arresting the 
progress of the convulsion 
and 
suffocation produced by the ef­ 
fects of the gag on the nerves, but 
they must be administered quick­ 
ly. 
Nerve gas could be delivered 
by bombs, shells or “guided mis­ 
siles from distant sources.” 
A 
bomb would have an 
effective 
area radiating out up to a half 
mile from its gas-releasing 
ex­ 
plosion, but this does not 
mean 
death would come to all within 
the zone. 
It also could be used, 
presumably, in the same surrepti­ 
tious m anner as 
germ 
weapons 
against strategic buildings or in­ 
stallations. 
One Dreadful Chapter 
Thus the three new weapons— 
radiological poison, biological ma­ 
terial and nerve gas—can be used 
much more “selectively” than the 
atomic bomb. They can be aimed 
at certain groups within a popu­ 
lation or at the whole population 
of a city. 
CDA officials say they are is­ 
suing the new book “not with the 
idea of spreading horror stories or 
alarm ist reports but to present a 
challenge that must be met” if 
attacks on the great civilian cen­ 
ters of the United States occur. 
Near the close of the book is 
one dreadful but necessary chap­ 
ter, “organization of morgues.” 
It tells of the methods of tag­ 
ging and identification of dead. 
And it speaks of these matters, 
too: 
If the num ber of deaths were 
so great that all available regular 
and emergency mortuary services 
were overwhelmed to the point 
where bodies could neither be em­ 
balmed nor buried within 48 hours, 
and bodies continued to be 
re­ 
ceived in large numbers, 
mass 
burial in a common grave might 
be required . . . The director of 
local civil defense health services 
is responsible for informing per­ 
sonnel in the mortuary 
service 
whether special 
hazards 
might 
arise from handling bodies con­ 
taminated with radioactivity, biol­ 
ogical w arfare or 'chemical w ar­ 
fare agents.”

A NY who still harbor the hope you can 
deal with Russia on a fair footing 
might ponder the case of little Austria, 
The

victim 
of Hitler’s mania, 
A ustria was drawn into the German nation 
111 1938. When the Nazis were pushed back 
in 1945, Russia and Allied armies occupied 
th e country. It was quickly re-established 
ma s n independent nation. 
With the Soviet Union occupying the 
eastern sector and the Allies 
the 
west, 
four-power negotiations began on a peace 
treaty. 
Since 
Russia then was still the 
great 
wartime 
ally 
of the West—not a 
feared 
potential 
enemy—hope* ran high 
for an early settlement. 
More than five years have elapsed since 
' the w ar ended in Austria. The other day 
the four powers held 
another 
meeting 
about the peace treaty. It was the 258th. 
It accomplished nothing. If anything, the 
negotiators are today further apart than 
they were a year ago. 
Now, you can’t explain away 258 fruit­ 
less meetings by saying simply that the 
Russians are a little more stubborn and 
mistrustful than most people. The truth 
is, they’ve elevated stubbornness into

treaty—except on terms the West 
could 
never approve, terms that would reduce 
Austria to complete satellite status. Failing 
that kind of control, which they know we 
won’t grant them, they want to keep their 
troops stationed there on Germany’s south­ 
ern flank. A treaty would end the occupa­ 
tion. 
In opposing the Austrian settlement, the 
Soviet Union has resorted to a great as­ 
sortment of devices. Her reasons at any 
particular moment do not matter. 
When 
the Russians wish to oppose, they can eas­ 
ily equip themselves with a full set of rea­ 
sons, plus documents to match. 
The 
history 
of 
these futile Austrian 
talks is a perfect object 
lesson 
in 
the 
worthlessness of sitting around the con­ 
ference table with the Russians. To them, 
the green baize cover is only a battlefield 
of another sort. 
There is really no such thing as negoti­ 
ating with the Kremlin. 
Only the blunt 
facts of power make any dent in tough 
Russian skulls. Confronted with these, they 
will “deal.” as they did in settling the Ber­ 
lin blockade after we showed we could 
maintain the airlift indefinitely. 
Otherwise, you encounter nothing that 
corresponds to negotiation anywhere else 
in the world. You either give Russia what 
she wants. or call the whole thing off. And 
the; minimum she asks is always and in­ 
evitably an impossible sacrifice for you to 
make. Reasonable concession, compromise, 
trade, these standard tactics of the council 
chamber she does not understand, except 
as tricks to gain advantage. 
When people want peace so badly, it’s 
hard to convince them this is how the Rus­ 
sians are. Repeatedly the appeal is heard 
for “just one more try” at getting together. 
But maybe those 258 unproductive meet­ 
ings on Austria provide the clincher that 
a lot of doubters seem to still hold.

United Nations 
of Korean W ar 


Korea dees not represent the viewpoint of 
many American leaders. Certainly it does 
not reflect the official viewpoint of the 
American government. 
Secretary Lie said that the UN forces 
must not give up in Korea even though a 
determined stand risked involvement in a 
war with Communist China. There is no 
apparent intent to yield Korea to the Com­ 
munists by default, but neither is there 
any apparent intent to commit everything 
that we can muster, with the help of our 
Allies, to the Korean war. 
The official viewpoint of the American 
government, which is shared by 
Britain 
and France, is that it would be foolhardy 
to become involved in an all-out war with 
Communist 
China. 
This 
development 
would leave Communist forces free to run 
over Europe whenever the Kremlin de­ 
cided the time was ripe to strike. 
We simply do not have the manpower 
nor the desire to meet the Communist Chi­ 
nese in all-out war in Korea, and certain­ 
ly not in China. It is very likely that the 
soldiers supplied by China for the Korean 
war, supported by 
military 
equipment 
from Russia, wall push us completely out 
of Korea. We have already yielded all of 
North Korea and there are no immediate 
prospects of holding back the Communist 
hordes in South Korea. 
Secretary Lie said in his radio speech in 
Oslo, “Should the attack on the republic 
of Korea not be repelled or stopped, there 
will be no basis for the fulfillment of the 
further aims of the United Nations, neither 
in Korea nor elsewhere.” 
Undoubtedly the prestige of the United 
Nations will sustain a severe blow by a 
complete defeat on Korea. 
It may ulti­ 
mately result in a realignment of the UN, 
with the Iron Curtain countries excluded. 
Russia and her satellites are hindrances to 
the United Nations. 
Russia’s obstruction­ 
ist tactics show conclusively that the Com­ 
munists are determined to wreck the world 
organization, rather than contribute to its 
strength. 
The Korean war proved that, 
if there 
were any persons with doubts of Russia’s 
intentions prior to then. 


ll. S. Watching Vote 
On French Rearmament 
cpH E French national assembly vote on I 
the rearmament program, scheduled! 
for Saturday, may provide an indication 
of whether the French people are willing 
to make sacrifices in their own defense 
against a Communist attack. 
The proposal is for a one billion dollar 
rearmament 
appropriation, 
which 
is 
France’s share of the 
European 
defense 
program. A stormy debate has been pre­ 
dicted and, of course, the Communists of 
France are throwing everything at their 
command to defeat the program. Premier 
Rene Pleven has said that he and his en­ 
tire cabinet will resign if the assembly re­ 
duces the defense appropriation. 
Our interest in the French assembly vote 
on ihis question is considerable. 
If the 
French refuse to vote France’s full share 
of the rearmament cost, there will be less 
inclination in this country for the United j 
States to pour its resources and its man­ 
power into a military program for defend­ 
ing Western Europe from Communistic ag­ 
gression. If France lacks the fortitude to 
sacrifice for her own sake, Americans will 
not have any great desire to make the 
sacrifices for France. 


AA©rry-Go-Round 
"Hay, Fellas! Isn't It About Time to Get Going?"

WASHINGTON — Claire Chennault, a 
big leathery man who speaks with a gruff 
intensity, has a plan for 
starting 
fire? 
against Stalinism in Asia. 
The famous Flying Tiger general who 
fought with the Chinese Nationalists has 
been pounding on doors 
in 
Washington 
and saying: “Let’s arm the hatred against 
Russia which is spreading across 
China. 
The greatest fear of the Communist is of 
the guerrillas—a million of whom hold 
great pockets on the mainland. We should 
drop weapons to them, and smuggle muni­ 
tions across the borders.” 
“The 
spirit 
of revolt is so strong in 
China today.” says Chennault, “that Com­ 
munist members don’t dare go out alone 
for fear of being ambushed. The Commu­ 
nists control only the cities, the rail cen­ 
ters and the ports. The best troops are en­ 
gaged in Korea, Tibet and along the Indo- 
Chinese border. But the guerrillas have 
only the arms they can steal. If we give 
them nelp, they can take the pressure off 
Korea.” 
According to the intelligence slipped out 
of China to General Chennault, this is the 
picture on the Chinese mainland: 
Mao Tse-Tung, the titular boss of Red 
China, is acting as a moderator between 
quarreling Communist war lords and pres­ 
sure from Moscow. 
The 
general in command of Chinese 
troops fighting in Korea, Lin Piao, is Rus­ 
sian-trained 
and 
violently 
pro-Soviet. 
When the Kremlin strategy switched this 
spring, away from the conquest of Hong 
Kong, Lin Piao moved his 350,000 troops 
north to Manchuria. 


“SILVER BULLETS” 


Protecting the Chinese coastal area in 
the south, he left playboy Gen. Chon Yi, 
who has 500,000 troops 
stretched 
from 
Shanghai to Canton. General Chen, noted 
for his concubines and his drunken parties 
in Shanghai, has been bitterly accused by 
General Lin of being a “bad Communist.” 
Once a 
Kuomintang leader. 
General 
Chen has been susceptible to “silver bul­ 
lets” in the past, might be so again. 
In contrast, General Li Po-Chen, 
the 
one-eyed Communist war lord 
directing 
the invasion of Tibet, is loyal to Moscow. 
However, a number of anti-Communist 
leaders, not tied up with Chiang Kai-shek, 
are available to foment revolt, according 
to Chennault. Ma Pu-Fang, a Moslem, is 
now in Cairo asking help from Arab na­ 
tions. He was the governor of a vast area 
bordering Tibet and could be a rallying 
figure for the 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 Chi­ 
nese Moslems. Ma Hung-Kwei, 
the ex­ 
governor of Ningshia, is in San Francisco, 
and Chang Fa-Kwei, a leader of the Can­ 
tonese, is in Hong Kong. 
General 
Chennault 
proposes that the 
United States arm and supervise the guer- 
rellas through a military mission headed 
by Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, command­ 
er of American troops in China 
during 
World War II. He also recommends giving 
the Nationalist forces on Formosa modern 
planes for raiding the mainland. 
“ If this is done,” says the Flying Tiger, 
“China will become a flaming hell for the 
Communists. They wron’t be able to con­ 
quer Korea for putting out fires at home.”

Europeans are anxiously scanning 
the war headlines, the Cominform 
— 
emboldened 
by 
Communist 
China’s 
successes 
in 
Korea—is 
feverishly preparing for the con­

power in the western 
countries. 
A particularly explosive situa­ 
tion exists in Italy where Com­ 
munists and Fascists are reported 
to have concluded recently a se­ 
cret pact of collaboration. 
Close observers of Soviet strat­ 
egy see the hand of the Comin­ 
form in the latest spectacular rise 
of the neo-Fascist Italian Social 
Movement, 
especially 
its 
“left 
wing.” 
Led by mysterious leaders and 
financed from mysterious sources, 
the “left wing” of the Italian So­ 
cial Movement is rapidly gaining 
adherents among the unemployed 
youth and pro-nationalist students. 
Like the Communists, these neo- 
Fascists advocate the nationaliza­ 
tion of industry. They are likewise 
against private property, the Mar­ 
shall Plan and Marshal Tito. 
Renewed and expanded activity 
of the Italian Social Movement at 
this time is, in the view of Italian 
security authorities, designed to 
take the heat off the Communist 
Party and widen the base of its 
operations. 
During the last parliamentary 
elections the Italian Social Move­ 
ment received about hall a mil­ 
lion votes. But 12 million Italians 
who voted for the monarchy in 
the plebiscite of 1946 are said to 
be its potential supporters. 
Although Communism and Fas­ 
cism are bitter foes on the sur­ 
face, this is not the first time that 
M ;scow has made common cause 
with Fascists.

The Kremlin is known to have 
encouraged and financed Fascist 
organizations in the past in Nazi 
Germany as well as in Italy and 
France prior to the outbreak of 
German-Russia n hostilities. It is 
now collaborating with rabidly 
pro-nationalist and Fascist groups 
in the Middle East. 
As in France, the Communist 
Party of Italy is rapidly becoming 
a closely-knit military unit rather 
than a “parliamentary” mass or­ 
ganization.

NEW YORK—<(A?)—The nation’s 
publishers face a dwindling news­ 
print supply and higher costs in 
1951. 
The combination already has 
forced many newspaper publish­ 
ers to allocate advertising space 
and increase circulation rates. 
The trend began late in the old 
year with an increase of $6 a ton 
in most newsprint prices and as 
much as $10 a ton in some. 
By the turn of the year reports 
were circulating that there might 
be still another price boost. 
The increases come at a time 
when 
interest 
in news at home 
and abroad is at a white heat. 
The battles in Korea, the tick­ 
lish foreign situation around the 
world, 
the economic 
impact at 
home hits every one and builds up 
reader interest tremendously. 
These things in turn mean larg­ 
er newspapers and need for more 
newsprint 
upon 
which to print 
them. 
Paper $106 a Ton 
The newsprint cost to a pub­ 
lisher varies from six per cent to 
sometimes as much as 50 per cent 
of his total costs. 
A rough rule of thumb is tho 
larger the newspaper the greater 
percentage of its expenses go into 
paying for newsprint. Publishers 
say on the small paper labor costs 
are often 
the 
big item; on the 
large paper newsprint is the big 
expense. 
The price of newsprint varies 
with 
the 
location of the paper. 
Taking the New York base price 
as 
an 
example, the $6 increase 
generally carried the cost to $106 
a ton. 
This is the highest price in al­ 
most 30 years and compares with 
the all-time top of $120 and a low 
of around $40 during the depres­ 
sion years. 
Newrpiint prices aren’t the sole 
worries 
of publishers. Like 
in 
other indu dries, all costs are rix- 
ii g. Beyond diat newsprint sup­ 
plies are a source of worry. 
The American Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers Association figures, on the 
br. i ; of the first ten months, that 
consumption this year was 6.5 per 
cent more than in 1949 and Norm 
American production was 2.8 per 
cent more than in 1949. Tile dif­ 
ference is made up by publishers 
eating into their stocks. 
Couple 
with 
those figures an 
estimate by the Inland Daily Press 
Association that 3.14 per cent more 
newsprint will be needed in 1951 
than in 1950 and the concern over 
the supply situation becomes clear. 
The present rate of newsprint 
consumption by U. S. publishers is 
figured at 5,900,OOO tons annually. 
Simple arithmetic shows that the 
$6 increase will aud $35,400,000 to 


publishing costs. 
But if estimates of 3.14 per cent 
increase arc correct for 1951, that 
will hike the consumption to 
100,000 tour. and the increase in 
costs to $36,600,000. 
Print Stocks Lower 
The Newsprint Service Bureau 
says stocks of newsprint at Cana­ 
dian and United States mills at the 
end of November totaled 118,028 
tons, compared with 136,154 at the 
end of October and 154,185 a year 
ago. 
The American Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers 
Association 
adds that at 
the end of November its members 
were down to an average of 32 
days’ supply on hand and in tran­ 
sit, the lowest figure for Novem­ 
ber 30 since 1946, when the pa­ 
pers had 31 days’ supply, and ll 
days under the average for No­ 
vember 30 over the past 15 years. 
The price increases,* first since 
1948, 
were 
sharply criticized in 
the United States, where publish­ 
ers obtain more than 80 per cent 
of their newsprint needs from the 
dominion. 
R. M. Fowler, president of the 
Newsprint Association of Canada, 
answered the critics in as sharp a 
manner. 
Ho said manufacturing 
costs have risen rapidly in the past 
two years while newsprint prices 
stood still. 
Publishing sources in this coun­ 
try have said they are willing to 
pay a newsprint price that will 
give a fair return to investors and 
leave a reasonable amount for new 
construction, but they add they 
think the current increases ere ex­ 
cessive.

W ASHINGTON—The word ap­ 
peasement Is acquiring a more and 
more uncertain connotation. Her­ 
bert Hoover m ade generous use 
of it in his talk on foreign policy, 
suggesting th a t the wartime con­ 
ferences at 
Teheran 
and 
Yalta 
were forms of appeasement. 
The conference at Teheran was 
concerned almost 
entirely 
with 
military decision. 
In 
hindsight, 
and in the light of military intel­ 
ligence not then available, the de­ 
cisions taken at Yalta appear to 
have made needless concessions to 
the Soviet Union. 
But it is im­ 
portant to rem em ber 
that

Churchill and Roosevelt were act­ 
ing in the relief that some sort of 
peaceful relationship with Russia 
could be achieved In the post-war 
world.

10-Point Peace Plan 
Last June alter seeing Stalin in 
Moscow', the United Nations sec­ 
retary general, Trygve Lie, pro­ 
posed a 10-point long range peace 
plan.

it, with the New York Daily Wor­ 
ker accusing Secretary 
of

Acheron of rejecting it because of 
“a refusal to have peace under 
any conditions w hatever.” 
But what has happened since?

They m et to thresh out the re­ 
maining differences in

Houses last week. 
Yesterday the 
conferees

the Senate and House Armed Ser­ 
vices committees 
agreed 
tenta­ 
tively to bar cities from getting 
federal grants for self-liquidating 
projects 
such 
as 
underground 
garages. This ban 
appeared 
in 
the House bill. 
The conferees 
however 
were 
reported ready to accept a Senate 
provision which would authorize 
up to $250,000,000 in Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance loans w ith a 50-year 
m aturity for such projects. 
These 
would 
include 
under­ 
ground garages, which could be 
operated by cities or individuals 
during peacetime for profit, 
but 
which would be available as em ­ 
ergency bomb shelters in event of 
an attack; 
M unicipal 
hospitals, 
and 
other 
dual-purpose 
public 
works projects. 
Agreem ent by the conferees on 
a compromise bill would send it 
to tho House for action M onday, 
w ith the Senate acting 
the fol­

Increase To 38,325; 
Death Total 6,423 


WASHINGTON — (A5) — An­ 
nounced U. S. casualties 
in the 
Korean war rose to 38,325 through 
midnight Dec. 22, an increase of 
1,904 over the cumulative 
total 
reported in the previous week. 
The department of defense, in 
releasing the figures today, em­ 
phasized that they represent only 
the number of notifications 
sent 
to next of kin and do not reflect 
all 
casualties 
suffered 
through 
Dec. 22. 
The total included 6,423 deaths. 
If these, 5,742 
were 
killed 
in 
action, 684 died of wounds and 6 
deaths were recorded among men 
who had been reported missing in 
action. 
The wounded total was 27,012 
including those who later died of 
wounds. 
The 
missing 
figure 
reached 
5,571 since the beginning of hos­ 
tilities. Of this number 4,753 are 
listed as currently missing. 
Total army casualties reached 
32,066. The navy total was 429,

and

corps casualties reached 5,524.

The Red plan W’as to reorganize 
north of the “border.” 
In short, if the Eighth arm y had 
halted there, the Reds would have 
carried out this plan, safe and u n ­ 
m olested in the vast reaches of 
North Korea. It would have been 
a m atter of a m onth or two, 
at 
best, before they had re-grouped, 
received new arm s and equipm ent 
from China, and been ready again 
for the field. 
They then would have returned 
to the attack, at a tim e and place 
of their own choosing, w hile the 
Eighth arm y sat quietly w aiting 
for the big blow to fall. 
Hence, from the m ilitary point 
of view, there was no alternative. 
The 
enem y had been defeated. 
Not to have pursued the shattered 
Reds and completed the job would 
have been a classic of m ilitary 
stupidity. 
M oreover, the second objective 
—a unified K orea under one gov­ 
ernm ent— could not have been at­ 
tained. 
The Com m unist regim e 
was still in Pyongyang. And w ith 
Com m unist troops controlling the 
north, no U. N. commission could 
possibly have gone up to super­ 
vise the proposed Korean 
elec­ 
tions. 
Thus, from the political view as 
well, the job was only half finish­ 
ed when the arm y reached the 
parallel. 
Rumble In Peiping 
It cam e up to the line on Oct. I. 
In that sam e date, 
an om inous 
rum ble w as heard in Peiping. The 
Com m unist Chinese foreign m in­ 
ister, Chou En-Lai, 
said 
in 
a 
speech: “China will n^t sit supine­ 
ly and see her neighbor ravaged 
by the im perialists.’ 
A pparently, 
the 
speech 
was 
appraised as m ere sabre-rattling. 
A ctually, 
it turned out to be a 
specific statem ent of intentions. 
In th at sam e week, as we now 
know, 
Chinese divisions began 
staging in M ukden. 
Two 
w ere 
ready to move by Oct. IO. 
The 
Chinese began crossing the Yalu 
river into K orea on Oct. 18, and 
they crossed in force Oct. 21. 
W here 
was 
Am erican intelli­ 
gence? Why didn’t we know this? 
Why 
did we continue to move 
north? 
G eneral 
M acA rthur^ chief of 
intelligence, M ajor Gen. Charles 
A. Willoughby, says we did know 
it. By Oct. 28, a dozen or more 
Chinese 
prisoners 
w ere 
taken. 
Peiping said they were 
“ volun­ 
teers,” but the prisoners 
nam ed 
jhcir army units and said they 
had never heard anything about 
“volunteering." 
The 
Chinese 
struck hard in 
early Novem ber and halted the 
U. N. race tow ard the Yalu. Then, 
m ysteriously, 
they 
disappeared 
for several weeks. 
Patrols 
went 
out IO and 12 
miles w ithout locating any Chi­ 


nese positions. Warm camp fires 
were 
discovered. 
Badly-needed 
tanks and heavy artillery were 
found, 
abandoned 
on 
railway 
sidings. The Chinese gave every 
indication of having pulled out of 
Korea. 
Winter Helps Enemy 
There was great hope on the 
U. N. side that they had made a 
brief “gesture” toward 
helping 
the defeated Korean Reds, 
and 
having done so, had gone back 
across the border into China. 
Actually, they w ere building up 
strength in the mountains about 
40 miles south of the Yalu. It was 
eminently feasible. This is some 
of the most tortuous and twisted 
lands in the world, 
a mountain 
area, 
covered with forest, 
and 
chopped into a devil’s playground 
of ravines, valleys, draws 
and 
gorges. 
It was easy to “lose” hundreds 
of thousands of men in such ter­ 
rain. 
The winter nights are long up 
there, about 14 hours of darkness, 
It was also easy to move the truck 
convoys 40 miles from Manchuria 
to the assembly area in a single 
night. Aerial reconnaissance was, 
practically speaking, powerless to 
check such movements. One col­ 
umn was spotted, and it was esti­ 
mated to contain 
some 
16,000 
Chinese, 
the equivalent of two 
divisions. 
They 
came 
down in darkness 
and concealed themselves in the 
lonely mountain forests. When the 
moment came, they struck. 
Intelligence 
may 
not 
have 
known the size of 
the 
Chinese 
force. Certainly, it did not know 
the intentions of the Peiping gov­ 
ernment. But by that time, late 
November, the die was already 
cast, and for 
better 
or 
worse, 
there was nothing to do but fight 
it out.

T. Elstad, president of the U. S. 
Steel’s subsidiary said today. Ore 
producing operations 
ended 
at 
most of our mines, Mr. 
Elstad 
added, when the extreme w inter 
w eather forced the close of Great 
Lakes navigation.

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Critical Target Areas 
9 Set Up Civil Defense 
Health Service Plans 


By FRANK CAREY 
WASHINGTON — (/P) — The 
government advised “critical tar­ 
get areas” today to begin at once 
setting up the civil defense health 
services that would be needed if 
attacks with A-bombs, germs or 
nerve gases left tens of thousands 
, of living casualties. 
! 
It defined critical target areas 
generally as m ajor industrial com­ 
munities with large populations. 
Some areas with small popula­ 
tions may also be considered eriti- 
ical because of key industries, the 
government said, and other areas 
without major industries may pre­ 
sent attractive targets because of 
large populations. 
Germ Warfare Possible 
The call for such areas to be­ 
gin immediately building civil de­ 
fense health services around ex­ 
isting public health agencies was 
issued by the civil defense admini­ 
stration. 
It said the worst possible dis­ 
aster that the expanded health 
services might have to meet would 
be an attack with atomic weapons 
on crowded metropolitan areas. 
But the CDA warned the public 
also of the grim possibilities of at­ 
tack by germ w arfare and by con­ 
vulsing and 
suffocating 
“nerve 
gasses.” 
The agency said a “determined 
and resourceful enemy” could di­ 
rect various kinds of germs against 
human beings, animals, food and 
industrial crops, either by open 
attack or sabotage. 
And it estimated that colorless 
and odorless “nerve gases”—ca­ 
pable of causing death in a few 
seconds among people sufficient­ 
ly exposed—mi*, bt seriously af­ 
fect not more than half of the 
people within a half mile of the 
point wh£re it was released. Of­ 
ficials said they assumed this es­ 
timate was based on the release 
of an “average size” package of 
gas—a bomb or shell. 
In 
discussing 
“nerve 
gas,” 
which was developed but not used 
by the Germans near the end of 
World War II, the Civil Defense 
Administration reported a simple, 
inexpensive, disposable type of gas 
mask is needed for the general 
public in “target cities.” 
Filters For Shelters 
It recommended also that all 
air raid shelters should be de­ 
signed so that 
adequate 
filters 
against air-borne germs would be 
installed. A program of federal aid 
for bomb shelter construction is 
now pending in Congress. 
The 
CDA’s 
recommendations 
were published in a new civil de­ 
fense booklet, 
“Health 
Services 
and Special 
Weapons 
Defense.”, 
The 250-page booklet is for sale 
by the government printing office 
for OO cents apiece. 
While advising 
critical 
target 
areas to start putting the recom­ 
mendations into effect at once,

by

thorities in organizing m utual aid 
and mobile support units. 
The booklet said civil defense 
plans m ust recognize the “chal­ 
lenging 
possibility” 
that 
new 
methods of warfare could, in 'a 
short space of time, leave “tens 
of thousands of living casualties 
requiring immediate treatm ent.” 
It described the main problem 
that m ight be faced by civil de­ 
fense health services as one of 
“sheer volume”—of providing peo­ 
ple, supplies and facilities to treat 
great num bers of casualties sim ul­ 
taneously. 
The section on germ 
w arfare 
said th at germs and insects de­ 
structive to plants might even be 
imported in mail from abroad. 
At a news conference, officials 
were asked if there has been any 
indication that stealthy attem pts 
have been made to use germ w ar­ 
fare against the United States. The 
answer was a flat “no.” 
Nerve Gas Cheaper 
To questions about nerve gas, 
the officials had these comments: 
Its half-mile radius would be 
far sm aller than the effective area 
of an atomic bomb burst. 
But nerve gas probably could 
be produced in relatively large 
quantities. “It would involve noth­ 
ing like the amounts of scarce m a­ 
terial needed for atomic bombs. 
There are masks 
which 
will 
prevent the inhalation 
of 
nerve 
gases. However, for some types of 
nerve gases, complete body pro­ 
tection w ith both masks and speci­ 
al clothing would be necessary. 
On the subject of general civil 
defense preparations, the officials 
said the big cities probably will be 
in a fair condition of readiness in 
another six months. By then, they 
added, legislation and appropria­ 
tions by federal and state legisla­ 
tive bodies will have been com­ 
pleted. 
On the defensive side, the gov­ 
ernment said this: 
1. Possibilities of coping with 
germ warfare 
lie 
in 
greatly 
strengthening the nation’s pres­ 
ent means of preventing and fight­ 
ing the attacks that germs have 
been making on man, beast and 
plant through the ages. 
2. While no magic mechanism 
exists for completely 
successful 
civil defense against any kind of 
chemical 
weapon, 
including 
“nerve gases,” it is 
possible 
to 
bring reasonably effective treat­ 
ment against the nerve gases once 
they strike. 
Will Store Bandages 
Other highlights of the publi­ 
cation include: 
1. The government is suggesting 
a simple and universal emergency 
treatm ent for the many thousands 
of cases of burns that would be 
expected in an atomic attack. It 
consists of a “dry dressing” w rap­ 
around cellulose pad, faced and 
banded with gauze. 
2. The government proposes to 
establish huge storehouses of sur­ 
gical bandages and other supplies 
to buttress the stocks of the sepa­ 
rate states. 
3. As a means of meeting 
tre­ 
mendous demands for blood trans­ 
fusions (about 120,000 pints dur­ 
ing the first three weeks after a 
single A-bomb attack on a m etro­ 
politan arca), tho government sug­ 
gests prelim inary listing of donors 
who c o u ld provide “o” type blood 
—the kind that could be given to 
anyone. 
4. Federal 
authorities 
suggest 
that plans be made for “mobile 
first aid stations”—trailer trucks 
and the like that would be fully- 
equipped to give emergency treat­ 
ment 
to 
atomic 
casualties—in 
concentric rings around devastat­ 
ed areas. 
Officials estimated that 96 such 
“stations” with a total of over 17,- 
000 
attendants, 
most 
of 
them 
stretcher-bearers, would 
be 
re­ 
quired after an explosion—w ith­ 
out w arning—of one Hiroshima- 
type atomic bomb in the air over 
a typical metropolitan area.

Shoot, Then Look 
One woman who was mistaken 
for a bear was clad from head to 
foot in the familiar red and black 
plaid hunting clothes. 
Six others were also wearing all 
red or red and black plaid. 
One of the victims mistaken for 
a deer with at 
least 
three-inch 
antlers was wearing a red hat and 
jacket, but his pants were dark 
blue and his boots black. 
Another was wearing a red hat, 
but the rest of his clothing was 
gray and black. 
Of course, there is no way of 
knowing how m any accidents, fa­ 
tal or not, were prevented by the 
traditional 
red 
clothing. 
Un­ 
doubtedly there were some, and 
no one would advocate abandon­ 
ing the red clothing, just because 
some who w ere wearing it were 
mistaken for game. 
About all the study proves is 
that if some trigged-happy jerk is 
going to shoot at anything he sees 
or hears in the woods, it wouldn’t 
m atter if you were wearing red 
neon signs from head to foot. H e’d 
shoot and look afterwards, just 
like he does now.

As the old year passes, every­ 
one welcomes a hearty s n a c k - 
real food, lots of it, on a buffet 
for all to help themselves. 
We asked Beth Bailey McLean 
to help us plan the New Year’s 
Eve buffet. 
Mrs. McLean’s new 
book, “The Modern Homemakers’ 
Cookbook,’’ qualifies her as a top 
quality adviser to the hungry. 
The meu: Welsh Rabbit 
in 
the 
chafing dish, a golden glazed ham, 
sliced toasted English muffins or 
old-fashioned rye bread, and 
a 
large bowl of chilled crispy salad. 
Let your guests fill their own 
plates—toast or 
muffin 
topped 
with a slice of ham and swathed 
in Welsh Rabbit, with slivers of 
Brazil nuts on top. 
For a crowd, 
select a quality canned ham for 
ease of preparation and carving. 
Remove from the can, place fat 
side up in a baking pan and score 
the fat in diagonal cuts. 
If you 
wish, insert a whole 
clove into 
each “diamond” on the ham. Cov­ 
er with a glaze of orange m arm a­ 
lade or sift brown sugar over the 
fat covering and 
drizzle 
honey 
over this. 
Brown in a hot (400 degrees F.) 
oven for 15 minutes or until the 
ham is a golden color. The ham 
will not be heated through in this 
time. 
The uniform slices carved 
from the boneless canned ham 
however, will be a perfect ac­ 
companiment for the piping hot, 
zesty cheese sauce. 
Prized Welsh Rabbit 
(4-6 servings: cooking time about 
IO minutes) 
Two tablespoons butter, I table­

cayenne pepper, I teaspoon dry 


mustard, I teaspoon 
Worcester­ 
shire sauce, crackers or hot toast. 
If you have a chafing dish, make 
the rabbit at the table before the 
guests. Otherwise, use the top of 
double boiler set over hot water. 
Melt butter In top of double boiler, 
stir in flour, then stir in milfc and 
cook until smooth.

All the other 17, including nine 
who were mistaken for game, were 
wearing red in varying amounts. 
Carelessness First Cause 
In trying to assess the value of 
red clothing in preventing hunt 
ing accidents, eight more of the 
fatalities can be ruled out of the 
computation. These

Shoot, Then Look 
One woman w’ho was mistaken 
for a bear was clad from head to 
foot in the familiar red and black 
plaid hunting clothes. 
Six others w’ere also wearing all 
red or red and black plaid. 
One of the victims mistaken for 
a deer with at 
least three-inch 
antlers was wearing a red hat and 
jacket, but his pants were dark 
blue and his boots black. 
Another was wearing a red hat, 
but the rest of his clothing was 
gray and black. 
Of course, there is no way of 
knowing how many accidents, fa­ 
tal or not, were prevented by the 
traditional 
red 
clothing. 
Un­ 
doubtedly there were some, and 
no one would advocate abandon­ 
ing the red clothing, just because 
some who were wearing it were 
mistaken for game. 
About all the study proves is 
that if some trigged-happy jerk is 
going to shoot at anything lie sees 
or hears in the woods, it wouldn’t 
matter if you were wearing red 
neon signs from head to foot. He’d 
shoot and look afterwards, just 
like he does now.

As the old year passes, every­ 
one welcomes a hearty snack— 
real food, lots of it, on a buffet 
lor all to help themselves. 
We asked Beth Bailey McLean 
to help us plan the New Year’s 
Eve buffet. 
Mrs. McLean’s new 
book, “The Modern Homemakers’ 
Cookbook,” qualifies her as a top 
quality adviser to the hungry. 
The meu: Welsh Rabbit 
in 
the 
dialing dish, a golden glazed ham, 
sliced toasted English muffins or 
old-fashioned rye bread, and 
a 
large bowl of chilled crispy salad. 
Let your guests fill their own 
plates—toast or 
muffin 
topped 
with a slice of ham and swathed 
in Weigh Rabbit, with slivers of 
Brazil nuts on top. For a crowd, 
select a quality canned ham for 
ease of preparation and carving. 
Remove from the can, place fat 
side up in a baking pan and score 
the fat in diagonal cuts. 
If you 
wish, insert a whole 
clove 
into 
each “diamond” on the ham. Cov­ 
er with a glaze of orange m arm a­ 
lade or sift brown sugar over the 
fat covering and 
drizzle 
honey 
over this. 
Brown in a hot (400 degrees F.) 
oven for 15 minutes or until the 
ham is a golden color. The ham 
will not be heated through in this 
time. 
The uniform slices carved 
from the boneless canned ham 
however, will be a perfect ac­ 
companiment for the piping hot, 
zesty cheese sauce. 
Prized Welsh Rabbit 
(4-6 servings: cooking time about 
IO minutes) 
Two tablespoons butter, I table­ 
spoon flour, I cup milk, I pound 
aged American cheddar 
cheese, 
shredded, 
teaspoon salt, dash 
cayenne pepper, I teaspoon dry 


mustard, I teaspoon 
Worcester­ 
shire sauce, crackers or hot toast. 
If you have a chafing dish, make 
the rabbit at the table before the 
guests. Otherwise, use the top of 
double boiler set over hot water. 
Melt butter in top of double boiler, 
stir in flour, then stir in milfc and 
cook until smooth. 
Now add cheese and stir until 
melted and smooth. Add season­ 
ings and stir. 
Serve on crackers 
or toast at once because this rab­ 
bit will separate. 
Variation: Use Va cup butter and 
Va cup flour to make a thicker 
white sauce, 
then use just 
Vz 
pound cheese, shredded.

Most worrisome 
problem to the Western World is the fact that the Kremlin is 
able to arrange this difficulty—including shooting wars like those 
in Korea and Indo-China—without committing a single Russian 


to action. Further, Russia is able to supply and assist her Red- 
friijge trouble-makers over relatively short, landlocked supply 
lines. Western nations, on the other hand, must move supplies 
vast distances overseas to bolster countries fighting communism. 
While doing this, they know that however effectively Red ag­ 
gression may be stifled in one spot, other explosions can always 
be touched off by a word from Moscow.
